The large increase in the imports of electrical machinery and 
apparatus in 1907 and 1908 was due in great part to the work of 
the Light and Power Company in Rio and Bahia, but quite apart 
from this special case there is a large and growing trade in electrical 
light and power machinery. If appears that the main reason for the 
failure to secure a larger share of the electrical machinery business 
for the United Kingdom lies in the lack of representation of British 
firms. Only three large British houses are represented in Brazil, and 
the agents for two of these, although thoroughly reliable people; are 
scarcely in a position to secure large orders in competition with the 
German and American makers. There is a tendency on the part of 
the small interior towns to establish, either directly or by concession, 
their own electric light and power plants, and a fair share of this 
business might be secured by a more active policy on the part of 
the British manufacturers, either by the establishment of local 
branches or by financial co-operation with local representatives 
lacking means, but otherwise well qualified to do the business. 


Since the conclusion of a Sugar Convention for the regulation of 
local prices and the exportation of surplus pro- 
duction, many sugar estates are considering 
the renewing of their plant. British manufac- 
turers would do well to consider the possibilities of the Brazilian 
market ; most of the estates are equipped with French machinery 
of thirty years ago.

The motor car has arrived in Rio and some of the larger cities, 

and it has come to stay. Most of the cars are 

Motor Cars. French, while the “ Fiat” Company of Turin 

have placed a number of passenger cars and 

heavy motor lorries. British manufacturers appear not to have 

tried very hard for a share in the trade, and but few British cars 
are running. 


Most of the cutlery sold in Brazil is, when of the higher grades, of 
tery: Tabl French make, and when of cheaper quality, 

Cu ped able- German. Comparatively little Sheffield cutlery 
ware and Electro- i. sold. The general preference is for plated 
plated Goods. metal handles to knives as being more durable 
than ivory. The designs of the articles shown in the leading shops 
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BRA ZI L—continuel, 
do not touch a very high standard of excellence and an energetic 
man should find a good market open to him among the large 
establishments in the principal towns which sell table-ware and 
electro-plate. 


There is a certain amount of business to be done in cutlasses 
for sugar-cane cutting, but models locally in 
favour should be followed, and no attempt made 
to push stock patterns which do not conform to 
local preferences or prejudices.

Galvanised sheeting is in considerable demand, and most of that 
sold is of light gauge. If firms could be found 
Galvanised sheets. to push a heavier sheet with a thicker coating of 
zinc, it is probable that good business could in 
time be secured. 


Cement is the only imported article in which the British share of 

the trade shows a marked increase, The 

Cement. important harbour improvement works in hand 

in various parts of Brazil, and the extensive 

building operations incident on street improvement in Rio have 
created a much larger demand for cement. 

In the harbour works British cement is almost exclusively 
employed, but foreign brands—German and Belgian—are those 
most frequently found on the market. It would seem that British 
cement makers would do well to make an attempt to capture some 
share of the building demand; their product is little known in the 
open market, so that its superiority fails to recommend it, 


The “ Diario Oficial ” (Rio de Janeiro) of 15th August publishes a 

decree granting to the Compagnie Francaise du 
Railway Material. Port de Rio Grande do Sul a concession for the 

construction of a line from Monte Bonito to 
Rio Grande, and approving the estimate of 3,397,904 milreis 
(about 212,000/.) for the work. The line, which will be about 
46 miles long, is intended exclusively for the carriage of stone to 
be used in connection with the Rio Grande harbour works. 


CHILE. 
The following information is from the report by H.M. Consul at 
Iguique (Mr. E. F. Hudson) on the trade of that district in 1908, 
which will shortly be issued :— 


Machinery for the nitrate works continues to be imported mainly 
from the United Kingdom and Germany, but 
the United States and Germany secure between 
them almost the whole of the trade in electrical 
goods, and the latter country is ahead of the

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United Kingdom in supplying steam boilers, pumps, wire nails, 
tools for mechanics, locks, bolts, hinges, padlocks, iron enamel- 
ware, galvanised iron buckets, iron wire, &c. 

Germany leads in certain classes of woollen goods, particularly 
in woollen underclothing, blankets, woollen and cotton socks and 
stockings, lace and ribbons. She is also ahead of the United 
Kingdom in the supply of chemical products (including drugs, 
extracts, essences and perfumery), and in paper goods, furniture, 
musical instruments, explosives, glass and china ware. 

Almost all the typewriting and sewing machines come from the 
United States. 

Belgium sends a considerable quantity of low quality bar iron 
and railway material to Iquique. 





ARGENTINE REPUBLIC. 


The ‘“ Boletin Oficial” of 3rd August publishes a law grant- 
ing to Messrs. Alvarez de Otin & Co. a 
concession for the construction and working 
of a one-metre gauge railway from Serrezuela to 
Dolores in the province of Cordoba. Complete plans are to be sub- 
mitted within twelve months from the date of the concession. 
Work must be begun within six months from the date of the 
approval of the plans and finished in eighteen months from 
the commencement of operations. The concessionaire engages to 
deposit 25 pesos (about 46s.) per kilometre of line.

The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade have 
en received information to the effect that an Agri- 
ines. es a cultural Show will be held at Calabar, Southern 
Satins: tie an igeria, on 25th-27th November next, under 
an rerorunth official auspices.

be ri will consist of implements and machinery, 

spec ul to include, among other things: native and 
European, agricultural implements and hand-machines; corn 
shelling hand-machines ; cotton hand-gins ; rubber tapping knives ; 
pruning knives; lopping shears for detaching cocoa pods, &. A 
gold medal will be awarded in this section fora light springless 
hand-cart, with a minimum wheel diameter of three feet, to be easily 
tractionable, with a maximum load of five cwt., on light unmetalled 
roads fairly heavily graded. The cart should be detachable into 
sections or collapsible to facilitate transport by canve, and must be 
fairly cheap te appeal to laage producers; at a distance from arterial 
waterways. The prize-winning cart will probably be adopted and 
standardized by the Government of Southern Nigeria. 
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Brazil, Espirito Santo.— The following information is from the 
report by the British Vice-Consul at Victoria (Mr. A. S. Youle) on 
the trade of Espirito Santo in 1908, which will shortly be issued :— 


While there has been no increase in the volume of trade during 
the year under review, the Vice-Consul is of opinion that the com- 
mercial position has become firmer and credit improved. Direct 
dealings with merchants at Victoria are still inadvisable, except in 
very few cases, for the following reasons :— 

1, Thereis no bank or branch of any bank established there, thus 
rendering financial transactions and the obtaining of information 
as to standing of firms difficult. 

2. The market for all goods is very limited, and, in case of the 
abandonment of any consignment by consignees on account of 
difference with senders or dissatisfaction with goods (a practice un- 
fortunately rather common), the rejected merchandise is extremely 
hard to get rid of, and the cost of returning the goods to the sender 
wou!d probably cause a still heavier loss. 

3. Import houses of Rio de Janeiro and northern States have 
travellers continually calling at Victoria, who are intimately 
acquainted with the tastes and the standing of merchants, and. 
whose loss in case of rejection of goods is comparatively small. 

There is no doubt that insufficient study of the needs and tastes 
of the market is greatly against chances of business being done by 
home manufacturers. As has been continually pointed out, the 
sending of catalogues and price lists in English with prices quoted 
f.o.b. London is absolutely useless. Foreign competing firms send 
lists at least in Spanish, and it should not be difficult for any 
merchant to obtain approximate freights to Victoria, either in 
transit vid Rio by the Lamport and Holt steamers, or vid Hamburg 
by Sudamerikanische-Dampfschifffahrts-Gesellschaft boats calling 
at Victoria, and thus to give customers an idea of cost placed there. 
The imports are principally kerosene from the United States, flour 
from the United States and Rio, and dry goods from Germany and 
Manchester (mostly cheaper kinds of calicoes and cottons). ‘There 
is a considerable consumption of potatoes from Lisbon and Hamburg, 
chiefly from the former port. Wine in large quantities comes from 
Portugal, and a little comes from Bordeaux. Hardware and cutlery 
are chiefly from Germany, the demand being mostly for cheaper 
goods. ‘lhere is a good trade done by German firms in “ Paris” 
nails, on order in sizes to suit customers, At present there is no 
demand for machinery, all wants being supplied by Rio houses, 
who can send representatives to study requirements and mount all 
orders much cheaper than foreign firms. Earthenware and china- 
ware, also glass, are of the cheapest descriptions, partly owing to 
breakages by untrained and careiess service, and also to the heavy 
duties, which place the finer qualities beyond the means of most.

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Chile, Iquique.—The following information is from the report by 
H.M. Consul at Iquique (Mr. E. F. Hudson) on the trade of that 
district in 1908, which will shortly be issued :— 

‘The total capital invested in the nitrate industry of Chile is esti- 
mated, approximately, at 27,500,0001., of which amount 10,700,000/. 
is British, 10,5C0,0V0l. Chilian, and 3,300,000/. German. Besides 
this preponderance of foreign capital invested, the head offices of 
the two most important commercial undertakings in Iquique are 
established in London. These conditions should undoubtedly place 
the United Kingdom in a very advantageous position in regard to 
trade with Iquique, particularly when the fact is taken into con- 
sideration that every article of commerce has to be imported by sea, 
as the surrounding country is rainless, and produces nothing but 
nitrate. 

It is the custom, however, for the requirements of the nitrate 
works, which are situated some distance inland, to be purchased at 
the port whenever possible, in order to save time, and the trade goes 
to the enterprising merchant who may be able to execute the order 
on the spot and in the shortest time, irrespective of his nationality 
and of the source from which he obtains his supplies. In order for 
the merchant to compete successfully for these orders, he must keep 
in stock a large supply of goods, and in the case of the iron and 
steel trade it is also essential that he should be in a position to 
make many of the articles required. At the present time there 
are three foundries and fitting shops established at Iquique owned 
by foreigners, which explains the reason for much of the business 
in the iron and steel trade being lost to the United Kingdom.

Paraguay.—The following information is from the report by 
H.M. Consul at Asuncién (Mr. G. W. E. Griffith) on the trade of 
Paraguay in 1908, which will shortly be issued :— | 

Merchandise for a Paraguayan port should be shipped on a 
through bill of lading to the order of the steamship agent at Monte 
Video, to whom the bill of lading and a copy of the Consular invoice 
should be sent, with instructions to forward. Much delay is caused 
by forwarding the bill of lading to Asuncién or other port whence 
it has to be sent to Monte Video. At Monte Video there are no 
dues on cargo in transit. A note is inserted in the bill of lading 
“in transit for Paraguay,” and there is no Consular visé to be paid. 
There are no wharfage or warehouse dues on transhipment. If 
merchandise is stored in the Government warehouses it is allowed 
one year’s free storage. Carriage into or out of the warehouse is 
charged, as also “ eslingaje.” 

At Buenos Aires several payments have to be made on goods in 
transit to Paraguay, such as 5 dollars paper (8s. 10d.) for a “‘ copy 
of deposit,” 2 dollars (3s. 6d.) for a re-embarkation ticket, 1 dollar 
(1s, 9d.) for stamp dues, also “ derechos de guinche ” and “ derechos 
de eslingaje.” Goods are allowed to remain in the Government 
warehouse for three months without any charge being made. 
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Goods in transit for Paraguay, sent vid Bueuos Aires, should be 
shipped on a through bill of lading to Asuncién or other Paraguayan 
port, the agent of the steamship line undertaking to attend to 
all work connected with transhipment, and to pay all expenses, 
including freight, to the Paraguayan port. The stamp dues, men- 
tioned above, are 1 per 1,000 on the customs-house value of the 
goods. ‘The “derechos de guinche” are 35 c. gold (1s. 5d.) per 
1,000 kilogs. or per cubic metre. The ‘derechos de eslingaje ” 
are either on value, 50 c. (2s.) per 100 dols. or fraction thereof, or 
on weight, 10 c. (6d.) per 100 kilogs. or fraction thereof, or 
on measurement, 60 c. (2s. 5d.) per cubic metre or fraction thereof, 
the Customs authorities reserving the right to adopt that method of 
imposing those dues which may be most beneficial to the revenue.

China, Shanghai— The following information is from the report 
by Mr. Consular Assistant O. R. Coales on the trade of Shanghai 
in 1908, which will shortly be issued :— 

In common with other large centres of trade in the Far East, 
Shanghai experienced a year of commercial depression even more 
severe than 1907, and 1908 will rank among the worst periods that 
merchants and shipping firms have undergone. The gross trade 
of the port was, in silver currency, 397,106,850 Haikwan taels, as 
compared with 392,731,600 taels in 1907, showing an increase of 
some 4,000,000 taels. In consequence of the lower rate of exchange 
prevailing in 1908, however, the sterling value shows a decrease of 
over 17 per cent., the figures for 1908 and 1907 being 52,947,5801. 
and 63,818,885l. respectively. The net trade also shows a small 
increase in the silver value, but in sterling the trade decreased 
from 22,271,963]. to 18,373,4691., also a fall of 17 per cent. 

The failure of the import trade is again attributed mainly to 
over-trading in former years. The large stocks imported in 1905 
and 1906, in expectation of a boom in trade after the Russo- 
Japanese War, are being with great difficulty worked off, and mer- 
chants still find themselves burdened with goods they have held in 
stock for several years. The great fall in exchange has also had 
the natural effect of checking imports, importers being unwilling 
to enter into contracts on a declining exchange, while the impetus 
to exports usually anticipated under such circumstances has 
scarcely made itself felt. ‘The depression in the import trade and 
the fall in exchange had a disastrous effect in native commercial 
circles. Numbers of dealers found themselves unable to carry out 
their obligations and took every opportunity of repudiating con- 
tracts and refusing to take delivery of goods. The foreign firms 
were compelled to have recourse to legal proceedings, and invoked 
the assistance of the Mixed Court to enforce on Chinese buyers the 
fulfilment of their obligations. Suits in the Mixed Court multi- 
plied to an extraordinary extent and brought about an unprece- 
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dented congestion of litigation, which, up to the time of writing, 
showed no sign of lessening. ‘The depression in the import trade 
has been so great that it is estimated that 80 per cent. of the 
Chinese dealers have failed or have been in financial difficulties. 
Most foreign importers had to put up with losses, and one or two 
well-known concerns were compelled to close their doors.

China, Hainan.—'l'he following information is from the report by 
Mr. Acting Consul G. W. Pearson on the trade of Kiungchow 
(Hoihow) in 1908, which will shortly be issued :— 

The total trade of the port in 1908 amounted to 7,129,298 taels 
(950,573/.), as compared with 6,339,503 taels (1,030,1700.) in 1907. 
It does not appear likely that the trade of the port will increase 
appreciably until the island of Hainan is developed or the con- 
servancy of Hoihow Harbour is an accomplished fact (see p. 585). 
Under present circumstances, a rich area lies totally fallow, partly 
on account of natural difficulties, which could, however, be over- 
come with enterprise, partly on account of the apathy of the 
Chinese population of Hainan and the difficulty which alien pro- 
spectors encounter in obtaining rights of exploitation in this rich 
region. ‘l'wo syndicates, both originating from Singapore, are 
attempting operations, but nothing has been accomplished. 
There is little doubt, however, that British concerns properly 
financed and conducted, should they be able to obtain concessions 
to exploit the resources of Hainan, could make it a remunerative 
field of operations. The chief difficulty encountered would be the 
opposition to any foreign undertaking; another olstacle would 
be the lack of roads and means of communication and transport, 
and, further, the apathy of the local inhabitants from among whom 
the labour required would have to be drawn. At the same time, 
the Hainan coolie is held in esteem in the Straits Settlements 
and in Siam, where there is always a considerable demand for 
him, and if sufficient inducement were held out, he could doubtless 
be retained in Hainan. 

Only one British firm is represented in Hoihow, and that by 
German agents. ‘There would seem to be room for another firm 
who should be prepared to act as general agents, with a connection 
with foreign and Hong-Kong firms, and, possibly, to open a general 
store where common necessaries of fair quality could be obtained 
at moderate prices, and commissions undertaken. It would be 
essential that the manager of such a concern should be a foreigner 
with energy and experience of Chinese. There would be little com- 
petition with such an establishment, the foreign firms at present 
established at Hoihow being shipping agents exclusively, and 
the Chinese merchants not being sufficiently in touch with United 
Kingdom firms. A small electric light installation might also 
prove a profitable venture in Hoihow and Kiungchow; it 1s 
possible that a French firm may shortly undertake this.

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Notre.—The values stated for the latest year shown in the fore- 
going statements are provisional and subject to rectification. In 
some cases all the values are those declared by importers or 
exporters, as in the United Kingdom ; in others they are based on 
an official schedule of values which is subjected to revision after 
the close of each year, the values used in the current returns being 
those fixed in the latest completed revision. In general, the values 
so fixed represent the level of prices in the preceding year. The 
countries adopting the system of official values annually revised 
are :—Austria-Hungary, Belgium, France, Germany, Italy, Spain, 
and (for imports) Switzerland. The figures in italics are based, 
wholly or mainly, on the prices of some earlier year than that under 
which they are shown. 

In the case of Russia, Germany, Belgium, France, Switzer- 
land, Italy, Austria-Hungary, Egypt, Japan, Canada, and United 
Kingdom, the import figures given in the above summaries 
represent imports for home consumption. In all cases the export 
figures are intended to represent exports of domestic produce. In 
most cases, however, they include a certain amount of 
“nationalised” goods, 7.¢., goods originally imported for consump- 
tion, and which, if dutiable, have been charged with duty, but 
which are subsequently re-exported.

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UNITED STATES OF AMERICA.—NEW CUSTOMS 
TARIFF. 


The Board of Trade desire to draw attention to the fact that the 
New Customs Tariff Act of the United States of America has 
recently been published as a Parliamentary Paper. 

This Return contains the complete text of the Act as signed 
by the President of the United States on the 5th August last, with 
the exception of the Sections relating to the excise tax on corpora- 
tions, and the powers of the Secretary of the Treasury to borrow 
money to meet public expenditure. For convenience of reference 
the Dutiable List has been arranged in tabular form, and the 
former rates of duty have been inserted, as far as possible, in order 
to facilitate comparison with the new rates, which became operative 
on the 6th August. 

It may be mentioned that Section 28 of the Act establishes a 
revised text of the Act of June 10th, 1890, known as the “‘ Customs 
Administrative Act,’ regulating matters in connection with 
declarations of value, consular invoices, appraisement of goods, and 
other questions affecting Customs administration in respect of 
imports. A new departure is the establishment of a Court of 
Customs Appeals to deal with cases of disputed classification.

The Board of Trade have received from the Representative of the 
Commonwealth of Australia in London a copy 
of a form of declaration, prepared by the Com- 
mcnwealth Customs Department, tor use only 
in cases where the correctness of the values 
shown in the invoices is questioned, and proof 
is required by statutory declaration made in the country of export 
as to the fair market value for home consumption in such country. 
Such a declaration, when required, must be accompanied by certi- 
fied copies of three invoices of sales to ordinary purchasers for use 
in the country of export of similar quantities of goods similar to 
those referred to in the declaration.

August, is to provide that no person shall carry 
on any trade whereby imported tobacco shall be in any way treated, 
whether chemically or by steam, or by adding moisture thereto, or 
by subjecting it to any process whatsoever in order to prepare or 
render such tobacco suitable for the purposes of trade, except in a 
bonded warehouse. No person is to be allowed to carry on such 
trade, or to erect any bonded warehouse for such purpose, except 
in such place as shall have been previously approved of in writing 
by the Collector of Customs and with the sanction of the Governor 
previously obtained. The expenses of Customs supervision are to 
be borne by the person carrying on such trade. 
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The proprietor of every warehouse is to give security for the 
payment of the full duties of importation on, or for the due expor- 
tation of such goods as shall at any time be warehoused therein, 
and such duties shall, except when such tobacco is removed for 
exportation, be paid on the actual weight of tobacco ascertained by 
weighing it after it has been subjected to the necessary process or 
processes referred to above.

Local owners, from lack of capital, and still more of 
the necessary skill, are, as a rule, unable to work the deposits. 
Most of the samples reaching Rio are clear good crystals, though 
stained with iron. The reason for this is that they have been 
taken from weathered portions of the rock. Some magnificent 
plates have come from the far interior, and practically all the sam- 
ples promise improvement on the workings being carried to a 
greater depth.

CHINA, 


With reference to the notice on p. 498 of the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 5th March, 1908, relative to the 
Hanyang Ironworks, H.M. Legation at Peking 
have forwarded the following information res- 
pecting the output of the works, &c., extracted from the annual 
report for 1908 of the Chinese limited company which has taken 
them over: 

In 1908 two old smelting furnaces, improved, produced 66,409 
tons of pig-iron, of which 5,287 tons were converted into Martin 
steel, 60,505 tons into cast-iron, and 617 into manganese iron. 
One old and three new Martin steel furnaces—the latter put into 
operation in September—turned out 22,625 tons of steel. 

From the end of the year the daily output of iron, from the new 
and old furnaces, will be 450-460 tons (140,000-150,000 tons 
in a year of 11 months), and the output of steel, from one old 
and four new furnaces, 250-260 tons, or 70,000 tons a year, 55,000 
tons of which would be wrought steel and 15,000 tons clippings, 

Three manganese mines have been opened up, from which the 
ironworks are supplied. The company also makes dolomite and 
fire-bricks for its furnaces. 

The output from the P’ing Hsiang coal mines during 1908 was 
402,160 tons, costing, at the pit’s mouth, 1°65 taels a ton; 92,183 
tons of coke were made.

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YARNS AND TEXTILES. 


TURKEY: 


The following information is from the report by Mr. B. A, 
Altintop, of the British Consulate-General at Smyrna, on the trade

By far the most important article among Turkey’s imports in which 

British trade is interested is cotton manufac- 

= a tures. The statistics to hand do not afford 

' much clue as to the course of trade in 1908, 

but private enquiries have elicited the fact that it was better than 

in 1907; the bulk of business transacted was greater by 10 to 15 

per cent., principally due to a lower level of prices in 1908 than in 
1907. 

In connection with this business the following remarks made by 
the head of one of the principal importing firms may be of 
interest :— 

“The market for cotton textiles was very good and active from 
September to November, after which a great dullness set in. Prices 
were lower by from 10 to 15 per cent., owing to decline in prices of 
raw cotton. All the continental makers are gaining ground in 
Turkey ; Spain and Italy are both forwarding large quantities of 
sheetings, flannelettes and other printed and dyed goods; this is 
due to facilities offered to buyers, to the employment of travellers, 
and to willingness to conform to the taste and special require- 
ments of the consumer in the Levant. 

‘“ British industry excels all foreign makes in grey and bleached 
goods (grey T-cloths, grey and white shirtings, sheetings, &c.) and 
prints.”

Cotton spinning and weaving is perhaps the most important 
Cotton Spinnin national manufacture. According to Mr. Cunha 
aw pinning Vasco, managing director of one of the leading 

ang weaving: mills, and a recognised authority on the subject 
of the local cotton-spinning trade, there are in Brazil 119 mills, 
with a total capital (including reserves) of 176,621,000 milreis 
(11,038,8131.), having 27,865 looms and 761,816 spindles. The 
total production per annum is 234,984,537 yards of cloth, or, taking 
the population at about 18,000,000, 13 yards per head. The con- 
sumption of cotton is 76,243,320 lbs. per annum, equal to over 
100 lbs. per spindle per annum. This high figure demonstrates 
the truth of statements made both by Mr. Cunha Vasco and by 
British importing firms to the effect that the native-made cloth is 
practically all of the coarser varieties. It is stated that little if 
any cloth is made from yarn finer than 30’s.

ARGENTINE REPUBLIC. 


H.M. Minister at Buenos Aires reports that according to a live- 

stock census which has recently been published, 
Livestock Census. there were inthe Argentine, at the end of 1908, 

29,116,625 head of cattle, 67,211,754 sheep, 
7,031,376 horses, 3,945,086 goats and 1,403,591 pigs. One-third 
of the cattle, one-half of the sheep and two-thirds of the horses 
were in the metropolitan province. The preponderating foreign 
breed of cattle is the Durham, or shorthorn, of which there are 
7,385,880 head ; there are 18,307,216 Lincoln sheep in the country, 
and 8,961,260 Rambouillet. Whereas in 1895 the native-bred 
cattle in the Province of Buenos Aires numbered 50 per cent. of the 
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Miscellaneous. 





total, in 1908 they numbered only eight per cent. The increase in 
value of the livestock of the Republic since 1895 is estimated at 
some 54,500,0002. 





CHINA. 


The following information is from the report by Mr. Consular 
Assistant O. R. Coales on the trade of Shanghai in 1908, which 
will shortly be issued :— 


No progress appears to have been made by the Central Govern- 
ment towards issuing satisfactory regulations 
oe Ksat for the ealitealiin of trade marks.* The 
_ Maritime Customs record trade marks sent to . 
them for that purpose, and British trade mark owners are strongly 
advised to take advantage of this facility, which may prove of great 
use as proof of ownership when registration of marks is initiated. 
It is satisfactory to note that no reluctance has been shown by the 
local authorities at Shanghai to prohibit by proclamation the imi- 
tation of British marks, when requested to do so. Several Chinese 
improperly using British owned marks have been punished at the 
Mixed Court with very salutary effects, Hitherto the chief articles 
which have been pirated have been soap, cigarettes and candles. 


The following information is from the report by Mr. Acting- 
Consul G. W. Pearson on the trade of Kiungchow (Hoihow) in 
1908, which will shortly be issued :— 


There are several industries which might be developed in Hainan. 
Copra does not appear among the articles of 


th em , export from the island, although the seaboard 
iheen on is fringed with cocoanut palms. Rubber could 


also easily be cultivated if capital were forth- 
coming for which no immediate return was required. Maize 
flourishes wherever sown, and yields crops throughout the year. 
Camphor trees grow well, but no use is made of them. A foreign 
agricultural expert could probably suggest many products which 
would yield a larger return to the Chinese farmer than the sweet 
potatoes and groundnuts which he grows almost exclusively on the 
flat sandy country in the north of the island.

Branch a form of application, copies of which may be obtained 
at the offices of the Branch. 

Admission to the Register, as well as the retention upon it of 
any firm, is at the discretion of the Board of Trade, 

No charge is made for information supplied, but every firm 
admitted to the Register is required to become a subscriber to the 
“ Board cf Trade Journal” (and to register as such with the sale 
agents, Messrs. Wyman & Sons, Limited, Fetter Lane, London, 
E.C.; Messrs. Oliver & Boyd, Tweeddale Court, Edinburgh; or 
Mr. EK.
